Vp lafa In Dutch Harbor. 

BSAnuc, WaBh.. Sept. 14. — The 
■tounw Hambuldt arrived yesterday 
firom St. Miohoers. She brought 14 
puttaxgm and about |16,000 in gold. 
The Humboldt also brooght news that 
the Bide-wheel ateamer Eika Anderwm, 
from Seattle, which waa reported kati 
is mafe in Dntch harbor. 

The Humboldt was 1 1 days from St. 
Michael'B. Tlie steaiia-r i-^liza Auder- 
hun 18 anchored in Dutch harbor, where 
■he arrived on the 4th int^t., and is now 
detained by revenue othccrrt. Her pa88- 
eugcrs have by thin time entered the 
Beriuff sea on a schooner chartered for 
that purpoio. Two of the passeugerii 
on the Anderson were so irighteued 
that they gave np their search for gold 
and returned south on the steamer 
Humboldt. Mayor Wood of Seattle, 
who chartered the Humboldt, is still at 
St. Midmel's, but letters received from 
him indicate that the stcnies of dissen- 
sion and strife between members of his 
ezjoeditiou ace untrue. 

The Humboldt brings back advices 
which reiterate the Ktories of untoid 
wealth of the Klondike and Ynkou and 
verify the previous rumors of the short- 
age of food supply in the int. rior. 

"There wili m privation, siclcness, 
starvation, scarry and death on the 
Yukon this winter." is what the return- 
iog gold hunters all saj. 

ijnlj seven passengers of the Hum- 
boldt nave money. It is imposiible to 
induce them to say how mnoh money 
they have, but the parser giTes the 
figures as foUows: J. A. Manger, 
$900 ; E. Turner, |600 ; J. F. Orelder, 
13,000; W. Urqnhart. 1900; J. D. 
Rogers, $2,600; D. F. Atkins, ^,800; 
Captain J. Whitesides, |4,M0. 

J. If. Seoretan, who came' back on 
the Humboldt, and who has but very 
Uttle cash, says he came out to avoid 
stanration at Dawson. He says: "Thus 
far upwards of 1,500 men hare pushed 
their way orer the passes firom Skaguay 
and Dyea and hanre arrived at Dawson 
City. The influx of miners over the 
passes has frightened the old-timers in 
the interior and all that can are coming 
to winter in the statea and thna avoid 
what they believe will ba a winter of 
hardship, suffering and probably mur- 
der and thievery. 

"We left Dawson on Jnly 36, on the 
steamer P. B. Weare. At midnight on 
the 27th the steamer ran on a bar be- 
low Circle City. After waiting 17 days 
the passengers were transferred to the 
steamer Healy and arrived at ii^t. Mi- 
chael's Aug. 25. The next day we took 
the Excelsior to San Francisco. On the 
niorniiig of Aug. 28 the iixcelsior went 
aground in 10 feet of water in the 
BtTing sea 70 miles from land. The 
pasnwngern moved 70 tons of coal from 
her ho.d to a ligliter and at inuliiight 
she floated, having broken two blades 
of her pr()p>eller. Mie arrived at IJna- 
laska on Sept. 1. On the Jd they tried 
to beach her and on tlie .;(1 succeeded. 
C>n the fourth day tliey look off her 
propeller and cm the ."ith put on a new 
one. She saih-d via Unger for Dutcli 
harbor Sei)t. ti, where we tcok tho 
Humboldt for SeatUe. On the way 
from Dawsou City I have jiaid tliiet- 
fares. First, tf) the >iorth Aii»erican 
Trading aiul Transi)ortation company 
for transportation to Seattle, then |12U 
to tiiti Fxcelsior, and again |7d to the 
Humboldt." 

W. B. Price of Danville, Ills , who 
went up on the Eliza Anderson and 
wlio left that vessel at Dutch harbor, 
rtturned on the Humboldt. He said : 
'• rhe entire trip was a series of mis- 
haps. The third day ont from Dixon's 
entrance bad weather came on and the 
wind blew terrifically. The waves 
would lift the guard np and leap in un- 
der it. During the first night after the 
storm began the rudder chun broke five 
times. Of course, after this broke there 
was no oontrolling the boat. Every 
minute it seemed that she would go 
over. The passengen ware thrown out 
of their bunka, the oraw waa insnfn- 
oient to the pnmpa, so the passengers 
tooktham in ohanM. I was put in 
command anddiviMd the passengers 
up into aqnada of four men each. Each 
■qaad worked two hoars. I also did 
the soondingto see how much water 
there waaTwe kept this up for 48 
hoDzs, and during that time the Ander- 
son drifted back 14 miles. The second 
day of our trouble the other vessels 
were in sight Then the Merwin, 
which was being towed by theHdyoke, 
along with the Bryant and Polistofskv, 
broke loosQ and the captain of the 
Holyoke turned about with the other 
twoboatain tow and picked np the 
Merwin. 

"The next place wo reached was St. 

eal on Jl^ocliak island. We should 
ve taken coal there to get to Dutch 
pMbor, but could not get it. After 
laaving St. Paul the sea was heavy and 
we were forced to cruise alongshore. 
We arrived within i;iO mile/of Dutch 
harbor, when the coal gave out. We 
Weru rigging a small boat to send out 
for relief, when we sighted a small 
'Ishiug smaok with one man in it. He 
' Id us we could reach an abandoned 
nery about 20 miles distant, where 
coal had been lying for five or six years. 
We had enough co»il to roach that 
point. All day long the passengers 
Worked in a drizzling rain to take on 
that coal, and finally on Sept. 4 we 
reached Dutch harboi". Captain HiKiper 
the revenue squadron boarded us at 
i)Qtoh harbor, and ut/inK th« onwwthy

condition of the Andersdn forbade her 
to go further. It was not necessary for 
him to go below, buf upon seeing that 
we had insutHcient lifeboats, he gave 
the order to tie up there. The passen- 
gers of the Anderson, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Scott and myself, raised 
|1,000 to charter the schooner Parisotf 
to take the passengers from there to St. 
Michael's. The conditions on the trip 
of the Anderson from Dixon's entrance 
to Dutch harbor can not be piotared too 
vividly."

TORNA DO IN TEXAS. 

•Is Paopla Killed and .Mnny Injured at 
I'urt Arthur. 

Port Arthuk, Tex., Sept. 14.— A tor- 
nado, terrible in its velocity, struck 
this Uttle city at an early hoar Sunday 
evening. Six people were killed while 
many others were injured. Buildings 
were blown down aud great damage 
was wrought by the 070lolie.

Many bnildinprs were blown down, 
including the railroad rouiidli.)Use, 
where .May .\iiiswoith wms killed ; tlie 
Natatoruim. tlie Viaiik building, Towii- 
sitiJ company's barns, Hotel Hnyileii, 
Strong & League s building, Pr''iin;in 
bu'.lding. Colonade hotel, Spouco & 
Lyons' building. C. .1. Miller's grocery 
store, several barns. Katiadv's saloon, 
Th * Herald office, Alfied Wolf s saloon, 
the Hays building and M. M. Zollinski s 
grocery. 

Several residences snflfered sevprely, 
that of Dr. A. W. Barraclaugh being 
carried across tho street. Many out 
buildings were completely blown away 

Advices from Winnie, Tex., say that 
nearly all the houses tln re were blown 
down and torn away. 

At Webb all of the barns and one 
house were demolished and scattered 
over the country. 

Nothing can bo heard from Sabine 
Pass, as all telegraphic communication 
has been interrupted. It is known that 
much destruction was wrought there, 
with probable loss of life. Everything 
possible is being done to establish com- 
munication with that place. 

Port Arthur is the southern terminal 
of the Kaunas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
railroad, and is situated 16 miles inland 
from Sabine City. In 188ti a wave 
swept over Sabine City, covering that 
place with six feet of water, destroying 
many houses .and causing several 
deaths. Great distress was caused, and 
there were many narrow and thrilling 
I'scapes. 

W hen the Gulf road was first pro- 
jected land on Sabine Pass, owned by 
Koantz Brothen of New York city, was 
oiTered the railroad for a terminal. 

Both because of the fear of tidal 
waves and owing to a failure to reach a 
satisfactory price for the land, the prop- 
osition was rejected. Port Arthur then 
became the soathem terminus of the 
road and was built np on the strength 
of that enterprise. 

Sabin* Pat* Ueard From. 

Houston, Sept. 14.— The storm dam- 
age at Sabine is inconsiderable, except 
to shipping. Tugs owned by Mooro 
& Betts of Orange wore sunk, drown- 
ing both Moore and Betts. Damage to 
buildings in both tho old and the new 
towns of Sabine Pass was slight. At 
Fort Art liur fully three- fourths of the 
buildings, teniponary structures, were 
blown down. Si.\ p<'rsons were killed 
at Port .Artlmr from falling of the 
roiuiciliduse, to which they had gone 
for safety, and 15 wounded. 

HEIRESS MELD IN BONDAGI. 

Sentatlonal Ca«e on Which the Chicago 
Pallaa Are a* Work. 

OmoAOO, Sept. 14. — Misa Fanny 
Rutherford, an heiress, of Minneapolis, 
is thought to be in Chicago and kept in 
confinement by J. A Morris, forger, 
who escaped from the Cook county jail 
in June, 1896. 

Miss Rutherford aud her mother, 
while traveling in the south, met Mor- 
ris aboard a steamer. Morris made a 
good impression, and for several days 
was their constant companion. May 6 
the daughter left her home for the Mr- 
pose of taking a music lesson, ner 
mother has not seen her since. 

Julv 21 Mrs. Rutherford received a 
letter' from her daughter, mailed at 
Delavan Lake, Wis. One portion of 
the letter read : "I am happily married 
to a man I worship. I can't tell you 
where I am nor who he is, bat you 
must not WDrry about me. My husband 
is wealthy and we live in luxury, but I 
can't tell you where." 

Detectives found that Miss Ruther- 
ford and Morris had been in Deiavau. 
Several p»rBoni who had seen them 
told the detectives that the woman ap- 
peared to fear the man and followed 
him submissively wherever he went. 

Morris and Miss Kutberford had been 
seen togather in Ohieafo thtaa weeks 
aco.

General Gobin Uatwitted bf the I'ulUh 
PriMU— VaifaraM Ware Wava aad Arms 

Wf>r<> Carried at the FoDcral ^Itimtinn 
In the HaaletoB DUtrlet One of Uurest. 
Troabla Has Brakaa Out at Eaklay. 

Hazeltox. Pa.. Sept. 14.— Yesterday 
passed off without the expected blood 
shed over the proposed funeral demon- 
stration. General Gobin arranged for 
a conference early in the morning with 
the Polish priests, who are looking after 
the cause of the men. He impressed 
them with the necessity for preventing 
any show of a military character, and 
said he would permit no unifurmed 
men to participate, except thn^r ri pre 
senting religions societits. P,an ■ i 
music, side arms, sticks aud banners 
were also prohibited. 

The priests promised that all this 
should be done and the commander on 
the otlier hand ai.'reed to keep all the 
troops away from tin- fuiu rals. Some- 
body stole a m.'in li on thi' general, how- 
ever, and altliough he later revn',ied the 
clause excluding music. th<'re were men 
in line wtaring tlif uniform of tlie Ital- 
ian army, and others carrying drawn 
sabres. Six of the latter stood in 
front of tho church during the 
ceremonies witliin. Learning nt' tliis 
the commaiidt r i;roiiii)tly dispatchiMl a 
staff officer and a detail of nun to t)ie 
cemetery, but when they reached the 
cemetery the services were over and the 
mourners had dispersed. 

"The priests gave me their sacred 
promise that no arms should be carried 
nor military uniforms worn," said (.ieu- 
eral Gobin. "In moments when a 
spark might result in the whole^ale loss 
of life and property, it seems to me that 
such things should not be permitted. 
If I had the slightest idea that their 
]iromise would be broken a troop of 
cavalry would have been there witlun a 
few moment.-*." 

The general added that he would de- 
mand an explanation from the clergy- 
men. 

No disturbance occurred and every- 
thing is now quiet. 

SThe situation, however, in the Hazle- 
ton district is one of unrest. All the 
collieries in this district are apprehen- 
sive of danger. Reouests have been 
pouring in to Gtenenu Qobin from the 
varions mines asking that he send 
troops to the plaoea in order to prevent 
any possible oatbreak. The general 
states that he will not send tiw>ps to 
any point nnlesa an oatbreak does oc- 
cur. The general declines to give the 
names of the collieries, as all the men 
in them are still at work. The opera- 
tors, however, are apprehensive at a 
strike and want to be prepared for any 
emergency. 

Trouble has broken out at CSoxe 
Brothers' coUierr at Eckley. Twohnu- 
dred miners at Back Mountain, which 
is aboat three mllea from Eckley, went 
on a strike yesterday morning and 
started toward the Eckley mine. The 
superintendent of the Eckley colliery 
telegraphed to General Gobin for 
troops, but later in the day the request 
was withdrawn, the superintendent 
notifying the general that the striking 
miners had stopped marching. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon Gen- 
eral Gobin received another telegram 
stating that these miners had again as- 
sembled ; had marched on the Eckley 
mines and forced tho miners to quit 
work. It was stated in the disputcli 
that the miners hod bean roughly han- 
dled by the striker.-^. 

General (Jobin has ordered the city 
troop of Philadelphia to go to the scene 
of the distiirt ance. The troopers will 
ride across the mountains, a distance of 
\x miles, to Kckley. 

Eckley is a small ininiiig villas/e and 
lies in a valley. Tliere ar>' a iiiinilicr of 
colleric^s there and fears liave been en- 
tertained for the ])a,--t 4H lioiirs that 
trouble would break out as the men 
had been acting very ugly. 

Wl TN ESS~~AG A! NST~LuiTGE RT. 

A Koriiicr Kaleiinnu Fur tlir rrUoner llaa 
^■uiuethlngr to Say, 

DB.NVKR, Sept. 14.— Joseph Heller, a 
oommiislon broker, now ddng business 
in this city, was a salesman in the em- 
ploy of Adolph L. Lnetgert in Chicago 
previous to his arrest on the charge of 
wifc-murder. Mr. Heller said that 
Lnetgert had told him on the 6th of 
last May that he wanted him to go to 
Colorado and ofTer goods to be delivered 
in June. Mr. Hetler thinks thia was 
merely a statement to get him oat of 
tho way. Ha says Laatgart alao said to 
him : 

".Joe, I have trouble nt home. My 
wife has fre(]uently said she would 
leave me if I ever failed. She lias gone 
and I don't know where, but I suppose 
will come back some day." 

Mr. Heller believes tirmly that Lnet- 
gert knew the factory was going to be 
shut down for several months be fore it 
was, and is positive that goods were 
tmvigglti away from the pla ce. 

INDIAN A WINl 'gHoP. 

A ProdUrlaas QaaaUty WUl Be liaSe la

Jefferson viLLB, Ind., 8^. 14.— The 
wine croj) of this section promises to be 
prodigious this years, and some of the 
growers will hardly be able to take care 
of all the crop. Clark, Floyd and Har- 
rison counties have many large vine- 
yards, and tha owners are baying up 
nearly all the banela they can And, to 



take care of their vintage when it shall 
ripen. 

Tho shipping of grapes will not 
amount to madi, since the growers si" 
thevcan make more by keeping the 
fruit and making wine. It is not many 
years ago when havdly any wine was 
raised or diank in soathem Indiana, 
but now it is becoming a popular drink, 
aud a great deal of it is aaea. 

/CLLOW FEVER NOT CONTROLLED. 

Tka Math Casa la Xaw Orlaaas, laaladlag 
Oaa Daath. 

Ksw Orlbanm, Sept. 14.— The an- 
noau;ement of the ninth case of yellow 
fever in New Orleans, including tho 

(Ji lpi tlc.Ttli. was ofJlci.illy mail'' by the 
bo.ird of liealtli vi sti-rd.iy afternoon. It 
wa-; that of Kdw-ird MrCrinty, a young 
man living immediately opposite a res- 
idence up town where a child died of 
the fever that had been prevailing at 
Ocean Springs. McGinty had been a 
visitor to the family during their resi- 
di-nce on the Missi-^sippi coasfc and since 
their return to tho city had been a con- 
stant visitor. It is therefore beUeved 
that McGinty contracted the disease 
from the sick child. 

Members of the board of health have 
been in close attendance upon the case 
and completed their diagnosis yesterday 
afternoon. As soon as they had done 
so the board of health took charge of 
the premises, quarantined the inmates, 
made liberal application of disinfect- 
ants in the neighborhood aud took all 
necessary steps to prevent a spread of 
the disease. This is the first case re- 
ported up towu, all other cases being in 
the lower section, and in this instance 
as in all others, the origin of the case 
has been traced to Ocean Springs. 

Neither the experts nor the board of 
health are surprised by this discovery. 
They anticipate there mtUI be other 
sporadic casei owing to the number of 
iienple who managed to reach New Or- 
leans before the quarantine aminst 
Ocean irprings went into effect. There 
is no lack of confidence on the port of 
the board in their ability to restrict 
each sporadic .case, and the only rc'iult 
of these new cases is to add greatly tr> 
the labors of the sanitary forces of the 
board. Additional doctors of experi- 
ence are being added to the staff of the 
board of health in order that the strict- 
est attention may be given to each resi- 
dence in which cases of fever has ap- 
peared. 

Helena, Ark., has set a p.ace which all 
river towns are likely to follow aud 
which will probablv effect a suspension 
of river tratlic nutil the present scare 
dies ont. Yesterdav the board of health 
of that city d' cided that no boat from 
south of Vicksburg should be allowed to 
land at that port or any point within the 
quarantine limits of five miles of the 
corporate limits of Helena. Monroe, 
which, np to yesterday, held aloof in 
spite of threats, and refused to quaran- 
tine New Orleans, felt compelled, on 
receipt of information that there are 
several cases of yellow fever in New 
Orleans, to declare a rigid quarantine 
against this city, and all trains are be- 
ing thoroughly searched. 

Atlanta promises to be tho refuge of 
all people living in New Orleans and 
alonjf the coast who desire to get away. 
Uf tlie cities of the south in danger of 
infection. .Vtlanta is the (jiily one that 
has refused to quarantine and that ha£ 
invited all refugees within her gates. 

Dr. Carter of the marine hosiatal 
service returned to Ocean Springs yes- 
ter<iay from Parklev, and reports a seri- 
ous condition tliere. Parkley is a little 
postoftice seven miles northeast of the 
detention camp. Dr. Charter rei>ort-i 
eight cast s of yellow fever at this point 
out of a i)oj)ulation of 25 souls. 'There 
have been four deatlis in 10 days, the 
last occurring on Saturday night, and 
(>thiT deaths are inumcntanlj- expected. 
The f> ver was iinporrc<l from i >c> m\ 
Si)r'.ngs, 'I he town has been cc unpletfly 
isolated aud guards placed around it. 

Daatna at Kdward*. 

Jackson, Miss., Sept. M.— Kxcite- 
ment is at fever heat in tliis city over 
the yellow fever scare, caused alinf)st 
entirely by the presence of ;U) cases of 
dengue fever at Edwards, 25 miles west 
of here. Many people are fleeing to the 
surrounding country^. The wagons and 
railroada leading into town are being 
cloaely guarded. 

KISSED HER CHILDR EN QOODtV. 

The Mather Killed Ueraelf While «hay 

Were at School. 

FoKT W.wNE, Sept. U. — Mrs. Mar- 
garet Fry, a widow 35 years old, living 
on Barr street, yesterday morning 
kissed her children goodby, sent them 
off to school and then hinged herself 
with a clothesline from a raifter in the 
garret. The body was discovered by 
tho little ones, 7 and it years old, re- 
spectively, on their return at noon. 

Mrs. Fry was a very heavy woman 
and her neck was almost severed by the 
rope. The youngest girl found a note 
in the corner of the room signed by the 
unfortunate woman, declaring that she 
wai tired of the struggle for ezitteuoe. 

strike Settled. 

Elwood, Ind., Sept. 14.— The strike 
in the window glass trade came to an 
almost sadden end here yesterday and 
the Elwood plant is now running in all 
departments. Another organization of 
flatteners and cutters, not formerly in 
the union, has been perfected and 
joined the national assodation, solving 
the problem. Both sides made conces- 
sions, and about all of the old fiat- 
teuers and cutters will j^n the new or- 
ganization. An agreement has been 
made that the four tradea are to share 
proportionately Itt any advanoe in 
wages. ~

Mr. H. U. Collins died last night at 
8:30 o'clock at his residence, No. 1,303 
But Second street, of paralysis. 

Mr. Collins' health had been slowly 
failing for some mouths. On Sunday 
morning, September 5th, he was suddenly 
stricken with paralysis, and had steadily 
declined from that on. His condition 
had been so critical tor several days that 
the sad news of his death was expected at 
any moment The end came peacefully 
iMt night, at the hoar named, and a 
good citizen passe 1 to her reward. 

Deceased was a native of Sussex County, 
Delaware, his father being Thomas 
Pongbty Collins, an influential citisen of 
that county. Mr. Collins was born Au- 
gust Dth, 1S:!0, and was conseq'iently in 
the sixty-eighih year of his age. In ISoO 
he came to HaysviUe, the rest of his life 
being spent in this city. For some time 
he was a salesman in a store conducted 
by Mr. W. W. Lamar. Later on he was 
engaged in the fomitnre and undertaking 
basineas'as a member of the firm of Stone 
& Collins, his partner being his father- 
in-law. In l^iiS he oinbarked in the lum- 
ber business, at the ])resent location of 
the Collins A Rady establishment, Sec- 
ond and Poplar streets, and here he was 
continuously engaged in this trade the 
rest of his days. The firm at first was 
Chase, Dimmitt d Co., later Dimmitt, 
Pearoe & Co.; then Mr. Collins became 
the senior member of the firm of Collins, 
Rudy A Carpenter, and he r.Muained at 
the head of the establishment from that 
on, the firm name being afterwards 
changed to Collins, Rudy & Co. and then 
to the Collins i<c Rudy Lumber Company. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Collins purchased 
the interest of his partner, Mr. J. I. Sails- 
bnry, and became practically sole pro- 
prietor of the establishment. 

Upright and honorable in all his deal- 
ings, he was universally respected and 
esteemed by the people of Maysville and 
surrounding country. None stood high- 
er in the business cninmunitv, and in his 
death Maysrille loses one of her best and 
tuoat useful citiseus. Deceased was a 
member of the First Presbyterian Church , 
and his life had been an exemplary one. 

His wife, who was Miss Martha stone, 
daughter of the late Thomas T. Stone, 
survives him, and he leaves two sonr, 
Messrs. 0. E. Collins and H. H. Collins, 
Jr., and two grandchildren. He also 
leaves two brothers. Messrs. John A. D. 
0.>llins and James Collins, of Laarel, Del., 
and two or three sisters, one of them be- 
ing Mrs. M. M.Collins, of Prenciss Anne, 
Md. One sister, Mrs. Oaddis Owens, 
died recently at her home in the East. 

The funeral will occur at the residence 
Wednesday afternoon at ii:30 o'clock, 
Bev. Dr. Hsys officiating. Mason Lodge 
No. 343, F. and A. M., of which deceased 
was an honorary member, will have 
charge of the services. The remains will 
belaid to rest in the Maysville Cemetery.
